The Hudson's Bsy Ecste. 

A achemc is now afoot to complete 
tbe gap in "the communication be- 
tween the groin fields and grazing 
grounds of the Western Provinces and 
the markets of Europe, by means of d 
railway line 'o Churchill, on Hudson's 
Ee~. It is tile g&iiernl opinion that a 
safe commercial route can be found 
through Hudson's Boy and Straits 
for at least three months in the year. 
This would provide a means of relief 
from the grain blockades such as now 
endanger the continued development 
of the West, and would begin tho 
opening of thousands of miles of good 
land which is now unsettled. The 
first forty miles of the line are nov.- 
undar construction by the Canadian 
Northern Railway Company, and it 
is probable ihnr. before long wc will 
. gee a thriving port in those northern 
regions, with immense fisheries at its 
dcors, and larg* possibilities as to the 
development of mineral wenltli de- 
posited ill the neighbourhood. 

Disturbances in Russia.

In Poland the Terrorists are com- 
mining outrages, and strikes; involv- 
ing. SOiOOO workmen, have occurred, 
accompanied by scenes of the greatest 
disorder. Thai. Russia is in a state of 
revolution is clear enough, and very-, 
little is hoped from the meeting of 
the new Duma. To make matters 
worse, cholera is increasing along tli2 
Volga, snd 553 deaths have occurred 
in the Province c£ Astrakhan since 
the outbreak. " _

N our sheltered Christian 
homes and under the 
protection of laws 
H Iramed in the light of 
twenty Christian cen- 
turies, we are likely to forget or en- 
tirely overlook <j;« malign,;.;; char- 
acter of sin. 

People brought np in homes where 
the Bible is read, and hymns are 
sung, and the ten Commandments 
preached, and a blessing asked upon 
the food, and prayers offered every 
morning and evening, have littl« 
conception of the wilful devil ry into 
which men snd women sii:k, and 
these good people are liable to be led 
by their own respectability into a, 
false conception of sin. 

What is sin? God says, "Thou 
shalt not kill? Is it a sin to kill? An 
intelligent woman poisoned her baby 
in her home. Was it a sin? Kg one 
who knew her considered it so. It 
was an awful mistake and not a sin, 
for her will and affections were not 
malignant, and she wns one of ih-> 
o'niei mourners at the foneval oi lhfi 
baby. 

' A little four-year-old child was the 
first-bom pet and ciailing oi its 
parents, but then another little one was 
born into the household, and some iooi- 
ish women — wickedly foolish women 
—cam's into that home and said to the 
iuur-ycar-old. "Vi.. u ? _i-s « c; mamma's 
hahy pnri dariir.g now. Meiiiiriii ha.s 
another baby that she loves." Jeal- 
ousy was kindled in that little heart, 
and one day it came to its mother 
with blood on its little hands, and 
said, "Now I'm mamma's baby, and 
now mamma will love he:' darling, " 
and mamma flew to the infant, only to 
find its head battered in with a ham- 
mer by the little four-year-old. That 
was sin — baby sin— but sin ! 
Spiritual Leprosy. 

At the height of Rome's power and 
civilization, the Emperor murdered 
his mother, stamped :be life out of 
his wife and unborn child, and lighted 
the streets of the city with Christians, 
whom he had covered with pitch and 
set -£ firs. That is tin — sin fullcrown. 
That is not spiritual measies; k is 
moral and spiritual leprosy. 

When I was in Switzerland a few 
months ago, they to)d me of a man 
and woman who threw their new-born 
child to the pigs. That was sin! 
Why are we shocked at the bare re- 
eitui of such a story? It was a com- 
mon thing in the hei r M r,' arPek nnd 
Homan civilization to expose tueir 
children to beasts, and they were ex- 
pected to destroy the weak baby. Do 
you s;jm have outgrown tins? Why 
has China not outgrown it? A lady 
missionary from China told me that 
she had asked a Chinese woman if 
she had ever killed one of her girl 
babies. The woman replied, ■ 'Yes, 
several of them," eud when the 
missionary asked how she could rind 
■t in htr heart to do such a bnitol 
thing, the woman laughed. They all 
do it in China. It is not that, we have 
outgrown China, but we have heen 
lifted out of that terrible darkness 
and brutality by Pierced Hands. It 
is the light of the Cross shining upon 



us that has made the approval of such 
deeds impossible amongst us. 
Not Merely an Act, But a 
State of Haart. 

Tt'it si:: is not only an act. It is 
the state of the lien^ =-: v;:]i. A pro- 
fessing CfTrisiian said to mo, "There 
is pride in my heart and I get ntigry,'' 
nnd I tried to draw a picture which' 
would show her the sin of pride and 
anger. Here is Jesus in Pilate's judg- 
ment hall. They have spit in, His 
face and crowned Him with thorns, 
and stripped nnd tied His hands to 
to His feet, and beaten His bare back 
till it is bruised and torn and bleed- 
ing, and the nest morning they have 
placed the cross upon His shoulders, 
and, pale and worn with the bitter 
agony, with the spittle on His face 
and the blood on His brow, He 
struggles up the hill under the heavy 
load. You say, "I am a Christian. 
I am His follower'' and you strut be- 
hind Him with a haughty head, court" 
ing the admiration of men ! 

And what are you proud of? Your 
fine laces, the feather in your hnt, 
your plump and rosy cheeks, which 
will soon pale and wrinkle, and be 
food for the warms; your bunk ac- 
count, your house, which is better 
than your poor neighbour's: your 
good name, which you got from your 
father or gifiiidiHihpr; r your gifts 

stowed upon you as a tEilent. Of 
these things you are proud, and you 
look down upon your less fortunate 
neighbour, and in the presence of 
that Cross-bearer I say your pride is 
sin — n spiritiiii] leprosy. 

But He has reached the top of the 
hill, and hard soldiers have thrown 
Him down upon the Cross, and driven 
the nails through His hands and feet, 
and, lifting the Cross, have set it in 
its socket with a terrible thud, adding 
agony to the suffering victim ; and 
they mock Him, and rob Him of His 
only suil of clothes, and cast dice for 
His seamless robe, and He prays, 
"Father, forgive them, for they know 
not what they do !" And you stand 

Christian, His follower, and some 
man or woman approaches nnd you 
frown or step aside, Tor you arc angry 
with that one. In the presence of that 
compassionate and forgiving Sufferer 
on the Cross. T would sey your anger 
is a sin, which cannot be wnshed out 
with rose- water. It is moral leprosy. 
It is a malignant, thing. 
n Grime Against God. 

But sin is a crime against God. If 
I muidcr a man 1 sin against him, 
and his poor wife, end his helpless 
children; but. they do not punish me; 
the State puYnshes me. 1 have sinned 
against the State and the whole com- 
munity. I have broken its lnws. I 
have made a breach in the safe- 
guards which secure the people from 
prime and danger, and that breach 
can only be closed by my punishment- 
Looking at it in Ihii light, we can 
rise to the vision of sin us a blow 
against God and His righteous gov- 
ernment, «nd the safe-guards He has 
thrown around His moral creation. 



David stole the wife of Uriah the 
Hittito, and secured the murder of 
Uriah, bui when self-convicted 'by the 
story of the Pinnhei Haitian, lie/saw 
that he had sinned against God ^ Hun. 
dreds nf years before Joseph had been 
tempted to commit a similar sin,; and 
he resisted and overcame the tempta- 
tion, saying, "How, then, can I com- 
mit this great sin. and wickedness 
against God :-'" How could these, men 
say that this sin, which is in a pecu- 
liar sense a sin against man, was ft 
sin against. God ?

To us there is striking evidence of 
development in that fact, for we well 
remember the great interest tbat was 
taken; a few years ago, in the sailing 
of the first chartered ship, and what 
an evidence of enterprise that was 
thought to be. Now the chartering 
oi ten ships was referred t as a com- 
mon-place fact. 

In reply to a question as to the 
nnniber of emigrants Car.ada would 
receive uext year through The Sal- 
vation Array, the Colonel said: "We 
are expecting tbat tally twenty 
thousand will he transferred through 
us, and.it money and ships were 
available, we could send fully as 
many more. 

"Our first ehip load next year will 
be destined- for British Columbia, We 
expect to charter t&ree or more trains- 
at Quebec, and rush the whole party 
across the continent. We shall con- 
duct them, and contract for their 
food. -on the-, cars; etc; In tact, wa 
shall personally conduct them from 
Livarpool--to. British Columbia. These
